At the time of Mr. Ferguson's first memo 
(July 20) we had been repeatedly informed that our budget had been fixed 
at some $750,000 with no provision for projects of any kind, It was 
therefore considered very inadvisable to start negotiations for changing 
agreements to a joint fund operation when we had no funds to contribute. 
My memo of July 23 was in line with this policy and when Mr. Ferguson 
refused to accept it, as per his memo of July 25, after consultation with 
the Chief of Mission, American Embassy, I issued a direct order to conduct 
no further negotiations until authorized to do so. Mr. Ferguson has com 
plained to several staff members that this order hampers his operations 
and jeopardizes the health program, This contention has been repeated in 
his reports for July and August, The "Joint Fund" type of agreement has 
recently been abandoned by TCA.

The assertion that it is contrary to the Mission policy to draw project 
agreements involving commingled funds is not in accord wth the facts, It is 
certainly not to be implied from my memoranda of July 23d and July 30th, 

The one and only purpose of these memos was to preclude misunderstanding on 
the part of SAG which would be bound to occur by conferences about the "joint 
fund" operation at a time when we had been informed by TCA/W that there was 
no money in the budget for projects of any kind, 


It is difficult to see how the Quarantine Project supports Mr. Fergu- 
son's contention, His first proposal was for an outright gift of equipment 
valued at $100,000. On advice of TCA/W that this had to fit into a definite 
TCA program, the form of agreement finally entered into was drawn up and 
approved, At no time did Mr. Ferguson suggest the "joint fund" operation 
for this project, 


It should also be noted that while TCA has obligated $100,000 for the 
quarantine project, requests have been made for specifications and prices, 
but no order has as yet been placed for the equipment and none of the 
obligated fund has been spent, Since it will take from six to eight months 
to have this equipment made to order, there should be ample time and leverage

Attached is a breakdown by projects of the 1954 budget of 
$297,000.00 you allotted the Health Division. 


It is my understending that the Health Division has been 
allotted 8 scholarships totaling $32,000.00 and this is in addition 
to the budget listed above, The division has been informed by the 
Country Director that it will lose this money if it is not used on 
scholarships. It should be noted that the division is asking for 
§ scholarships toteling $20,000.00. 


All the projects are listed on the forms for non-commingling 
of funds, The attached memorandum indicates that I am opposed to 
this method of operation and believe that the host government will 
not contribute its share unless "we get cash on the barrel head", 
There are many reasons for the delays in their contributions, but 
the net result is delaying the project, We are already experiencing 
that trouble in the Quarantine Station Agreement, In my opinion, 
projects should be drawn up commingling the funds, but this is contrary 
to the Mission policy. 


It is impossible to give accurate estimates of the SAG 
contributions. The reason is given in the attached memorandum from 
the Country Director, 


The costs of two interpreters, camping equipment, car maintenance,

Reference is made to your memorandum of July 23 and one of mine 
dated July 20 on the above subject. TCA/W has made it abundantly clear 
that the joint fund method of operation is the preferred method of 
operating a program.

I concur with TCA/W regarding this idea, Lvidently, according to your 
memorandum you do not. 


It is with regret that I cannot agree with your statement that 
"in the absence of appropriations for further projects, a discussion 
with SAG officials is somewhat academic and perhaps premature," We 
all know that it takes time to convince the Saudis to adopt new ideas, 
and therefore it is necessary to start now to condition them so that 
when appropriations are made it will be possible to draw a new health 
program agreement using the Joint Fund or ative Service method 
as, I repeat, is strongly recommended by TCA/W. 


It is my understanding that when the Education Division at- 
tempted to put into operation a project agreement using the Joint Fund, 
TCA/W objected because the Education Program Agreement made no provision 
for Joint Funds.

SUBJECT: Water Pump at Beit Sudairi 


In connection with the atteched memorandum of August 17 from 
Mr, Ferguson regarding the water pump at Beit Sudairi: 


As I recall the incident, Mr. Ferguson reported to me that the 
water pump was not working, I inmediately dispatched my local assistent 
to get an electrician and proceed to the house to make the necessary 
repairs, Mr, Ferguson volunteered to go along with him and help, if 
possible, At the time I told him if the pump was not in working condition 
that he had authority to go down town and purchase a new one as it was 
a "must" that the tenants in the house be supplied with necessary water 
requirements, 


At this time the meter box controlling the current coming into 
this house from the City line exploded and burned up, I was busy trying 
to get hold of the Jidda Electric people to go there and fix this up, 
which was the reason I gave Mr. Ferguson authority to purchase the new 
motor, 


He got a new motor and after working all day trying to install 
it, Mr. Ferguson gave the job up as he steted in the attached memorandum, 
In the meantime, I understand some of the tenants in the building came 
down to help by "looking on", and one of them told him that they had 
the wrong kind of a motor, at which, I have been informed, Mr, Ferguson 
became quite indignant and there was a little word battle, with Mr, 
Ferguson finally picking up his tools and going upstairs. 


The next morning Mr. Ferguson told me that the pump was still not 
working, and I went out and got hold of Al Umstedt, Chief Electrician 
for Baker Co., and we both went to the house, After he looked at the motor 
he stated it was the wrong type of motor and would not work, so we both 
then went down town and after looking around in two or three places finally 
found a new pump of the right type. I purchased it and had it shipped 
to the house where it was placed in working order that day, The old 
pump has been turned over to Baker Co, to make necessary repairs in order 
that we may have a spare on hand,

The above referenced cable advised the amounts of allotments 
approved for July FY 1954 operations. It came to my knowledge when the 
Disbursing Officer at the Enbassy happened to mention to me on July 12 
that the message had arrived the day before. 


As the matter was of great imnortence to me, as Controller, I 
immediately returned to TOA and asked the Exeoutive Officer for a 
copy of the cable, He told me that all copies were in your possession. 
Upon inquiring at your office I learned that you had left for the day. 


When I requested you early the next morning to let me have 4 copy, 
you said that all copies were with the Executive Officer. After checking 
with his secretary, he again told mo that you had the copies, I then 
asked you once more and you reiterated that you did not have the cable 
or any copy thereof, whereupon I left for the Embassy, obtained the 
Disbursing Officer's copy ami reproduced it in longhand. When I 
returned to TCA in the afternoon, a copy of the cable had been placed 
in the box assigned to me. 


The cable specified, among other things, that the program allotment 
contained 5/,0,000 guaranteeing the Quarantine Project. Although the word 
"Quarantine" was somewhat garbled, there was no doubt in my mind that no 
other project could have been meant. To make doubly certain, I asked the 
Executive Officer his views, who fully agreed with me. The 4 0,000 
were, therefore, set up as an obligation under the Quarantine Station 
Project Agreement. 


Tn the course of a conversation recently had with Mr. Ferguson, Chief, 
Health and Sanitation Division, in my office, he asked for and I disclosed 
some of the facts stated above. Mr. Ferguson saw fit to incorporate these 
in a memorandum to you, dated July 25, 1953, which you handed me yesterday 
morning and which I am herewith returning to you.
